To  the  Chairman  and_  Members 1 of 'the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

From  a Public  Health  angle,  the  year  was  a good  one.  However,  during 
1971  the  population  of  Ammanford  declined  and  no w stands  at  the  lowest  figure 
for  the  last  eight  years.  Fourteen  more  babies  were  born  than  during  the 
previous  year,  whilst  seven  fewer  deaths  occurred.  91»4^  of  the  deaths  were 
at,  or  over  the  age  of  fifty  five  years  and  38.25^  happened  at  seventy  five 
years  of  age  or  more. 

As  population  in  a district  increases  in  direct  proportion  to  the  number 
of  new  dwellings  being  constructed  in  the  area,  the  initiative  of  the  Council  in 
providing  building  land  to  meet  the  need  of  persons  wh ft  wish  to  build  their 
own  houses  or  purchase  a new  house  in  the  Ammanford  Area,  is  helping  to  boost 
tile  population  of  the  area  and  at  the  same  time  helping  to  check  the  rising- 
cost  of  land. 

The  explosive  upward  spiral  of  the  cost  of  dwellings  must  throw  the 
future  housing  needs  of  young  families  back  to  Local  Authority  Housing  when  the 
cost  level  is  beyond  their  reach. 

The  need  for  a continual  supply  of  new  Council  dwellings  is  constant, 
as  is  indicated  by  the  Council's  Priority  List  of  Applicants  for  flats,  applicant 
who  were  acknowledged  to  have  a priority  housing  need  in  the  begining  of  1970 
and  are  still  on  the  priority  list  at  the  end  of  1971  with  no  prospect  of  being 
rehoused  in  1972. 

Pollution  is  causing  great  concern  and  is  very  much  to  the  fore  both  in 
the  Daily  Press  and  on  Television.  The  subject  covers  contamination  of  air, 
water,  land  and  includes  noise. 

The  problems  of  a small  Town  naturally  differ  from  those  of  a large  city 
but  it  should  not  be  assumed  that  all  is  well.  The  dangers  must  be  looked  for> 
and  it  behoves  every  Authority  of  whatever  size,  both  to  find,  and  to  take  all 
possible  steps  to  remedy  apy  sources  of  danger. 

The  intrusion  of  Noise  into  the  Urban  Area  has  been  brought  to  the  public 
notice  with  the  use  of  the  Civic  Hall  for  dancing  by  the  young  people  of  the 
area.  The  use  of  the  Noise  Meter  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Manager  of  the 
Civic  Hall  has  reduced  the  volume  of  sound  to  a reasonable  level  of  55  d3A  to 
57  dBA  in  the  street  outside  the  Civic  Hall.  This  experience  has  revealed  the 
need  to  give  careful  consideration  to  the  siting  or  sound  proofing  of  Halls 
in  which  popular  music  groups  are  likely  to  play. 

Sound  pressure  readings  of  110  dBA  inside  the  Civic  Hall  when  "Pop" 
groups  are  playing  gives  an  indication  of  the  danger  of  damage  to  the  hearing 
of  the  young  by  the  subjection  of  the  ear  drums  to  such  sound  pressures. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  serious  consideration  is  being  given  to 
the  date  stamping  and  code  marking  of  food,  there  is  also  a need  in  this  period 
when  froaen  foods  are  increasingly  consumed,  for  legislation  to  enforce  the 
compulsory  fitting  of  accurate  and  easily  visible  thermometers  to  record  the 
temperature  in  refrigerated  display  cabinets  below  the  loading  line. 
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We  would  like  to  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  this  Council  our 
appreciation  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  to  thank  the  Chief  Officers  and  their  Staff  for  their  help  and 
support  during  the  year.

This  scheme  began  on  November,  30th  1971  on  a five  day  a week 
basis,  the  meals,  cooked  at  a Local  Cafe,  being  delivered  by  volunteers 
to  twelve  recipients,  that  is  a total  of  sixty  meals  a week.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR*  S DEPARTMENT  1971 


Mr.  Chairman  and  G-entlemen, 

I submit  for  your  consideration  the  annual  record  of  duties  imposed  on 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  by  statute  and  direction  of  the  Council  during  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1971. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  the  water  supply  in  the  District  was 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality  during  the  year. 

The  water  is  provided  and  distributed  by  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board. 

All  the  houses  in  the  area  are  connected  to  the  Public  Water  Mains  with 
taps  inside  the  houses. 

Chemical  Samples 

One  chemical  sample  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst’s  Laboratory, 
Carmarthen  in  June,  1971 > the  report  on  the  analysis  included  the  following 
information.  The  water  has  a pH  of  7*70?  a Fluorine  content  of  0.18  parts  per 
million  which  is  one  fifth  approximately  of  that  which  is  considered  beneficial 
in  drinking  water.  The  hardness  of  the  ’water  expressed  as  Calcium  Carbonate 
is  98  parts  per  million,  which  is  slightly  hard  with  a tendency  to  deposit 
Calcium  Carbonate. 

The  test  on  the  plumbosolvent  action  of  the  water  showed  that  an 
appreciable  amount  of  lead  was  at  first  dissolved  from  the  metal  surface,  but 
that  subsequently  this  action  diminished  due  to  the  formation  of  a protective 
coating  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Analyst  would  not  be  plumbosolvent. 

The  water  is  of  excellent  organic  purity. 

Bacteriological  Samples 

Eight  samples  taken  from  domestic  taps  in  different  areas  of  the  Town 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  G-langwilli  Hospital,  Carmarthen. 

Two  samples  taken  from  the  same  tap  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  but 
on  investigation,  it  was  found  that  the  washer  was  defective  and  when  this  was 
renewed  and  the  tap  repaired  the  sample  taken  from  this  tap  was  satisfactory.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  House  and  Trade  Refuse  Collection  Service  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

House  Refuse  - The  house  refuse  is  collected  from  all  premises  twice 
weekly  by  means  of  a back  loading  rear  compression  refuse  vehicle.  The  occupier 
of  the  premises  provides  the  refuse  bin  and  collection  is  a Kerbside  Collection. 
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Trade  Refuse  - The  Council  have  not  undertaken  to  remove  Trade  Refuse 
but  waste  packaging,  cardboard  and  paper  is  removed  from  trade  premises  free 
of  charge,  on  Wednesday  of  every  week  and  conveyed  to  a refuse  tip  in  the 
Llandeilo  Rural  District  Area  where  it  is  burned. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  - The  household  refuse  collected  from  the  Ammanford 
Urban  District  is  tipped  on  a site  • in  the  Llandeilo 

Rural  District  Area.  This  ate  is  used  jointly  by  the  Ammanford  Urban  District 
Council  and  the  Cwmamman  Urban  District  Council. 

Bulk  Refuse  - There  is  no  organised  collection  of  Bulk  Household  Refuse, 
but  facilities  are  made  available  for  any  person  wishing  to  deposit  bulk 
household  refuse  on  the  Council  Refuse  Tip. 

Disinfestation  of  Refuse  Tip  - The  rodent  control  on  the  spraying  of 
the  tip  to  kill  and  control  flies  and  other  insects  is  carried  out  under  the 
control  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department. 


DRAINS  SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Amman  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Board  owns  the  Trunk  Sewers  and  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Ammanford  Urban  District  Council  are  responsible  for  the  secondary 
sewers  and  connecting  drains  to  premises. 

The  Ammanford  Urban  District  Council  clear  free  of  charge  the  drains  in 
their  area  and  sewers  under  their  control.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956

SWIMMING  BATH  AND  PADDLING  POOL 


There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Ammanford  Urban  District. 

The  Paddling  Pool  in  Ammanford  Park  is  used  by  a large  number  of  children 
during  the  hot  summer  days  • The  Pool  is  emptied  and  refilled  daily  by  the 
Park  Staff  from  the  water  mains  of  the  Town’s  domestic  water  supply.  As  an 
added  precaution,  a splution  of  chloride  of  lime  is  added  to  the  water  when  the 
Pool  is  filled  to  give  one  part  per  million  free  chlorine. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Five  Ladies  and  Six  Gentlemens  Public  Conveniences  have  been  provided 
in  the  centre  of  the  Town  and  on  roads  leading  out  of  the  Town.  Repairs  have 
been  carried  out  on  the  Underground  Public  Convenience  at  College  Street.  It  is 
regretted  that  no  interest  has  been  revived  in  purchasing  a site  for  the  erection 
of  a new  Ladies  and  Gentlemens  Public  Convenience  to  replace  the  Ladies  Conveniences 
rented  in  the  Arcade,  and  the  unsatisfactory  Underground  Gentlemens  Conveniences 
at  College  Street. 

It  is  also  regretted  that  the  provision  of  washing  facilities  with  paper 
towels  and  soap  have  not  been  appreciated  by  a minority  of  the  public.  The 
disfiguring  of  the  walls  of  the  Public  Conveniences  with  grease  based  crayon  and 
lipstick  and  paint  sprayed  from  aerosols  is  adding  to  the  difficulty  in  keeping 
the  inside  of  Public  Conveniences  in  a reasonable  decorative  condition.

Five  samples  of  Ice  Cream  from  the  shops  selling  loose  Ice  Cream 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Glangwilli,  Carmarthen,  two 
were  graded  Grade  I which  is  the  most  satisfactory  result  as  an  indication  of 
cleanliness.  Two  were  Graded  Grade  II  which  is  also  satisfactory  and  one  was 
graded  Grade  III  which  required  a second  follow  up  visit,  the  report  on  the 
sample  taken  on  the  second  visit  being  graded  Grade  I.

RODENT  CONTROL 


One  Rodent  Operator  is  employed.  All  treatment  of  occupied  premises 
were  carried  out  after  investigation  of  complaints  received.  Treatment  of  the 
refuse  tip,  open  areas,  banks  of  rivers  and  streams  are  carried  out  periodically. 

A Free  Rodent  Control  Service  is  given  to  all  premises  to  encourage  the 
maximum  co-operation  of  the  Public  by  reporting  all  infestations  to  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

The  poison  used  is  Warfarin,  and  up  to  date,  dead  bodies  are  found  in 
areas  where  treatment  has  been  carried  out. 

The  Trunk  Sewers  are  under  the  control  of  the  Amman  Valley  Joint  Sewerage 
Board.  The  manholes  and  inspection  chambers  of  Secondary  Sewers  and  drains  under 
the  control  of  the  Council  are  treated  when  evidence  of  infestation  is  observed.

RODENT  TREATMENT 

OF  SEVERS 

Reference  was  made  in  the  1970  Annual  Report  to  the  evidence  of  excessive 
infestation  in  the  sewers  and  to  the  approach  that  was  made  to  the  four  other 
Authorities  owning  sewers  draining  into  the  Amman  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Board 
Trunk  Sewers,  to  consider  carrying  out  joint  simultaneous  treatment  of  the  whole 
sewer  network,  each  Authority  treating  their  respective  areas  of  responsibility 
using  the  poison  Fluoracetamide. 

As  there  was  a total  lack  of  interest  in  any  co-operation,  the  Council 
engaged  Messrs.  Rentokil  Laboratories  Ltd.  to  treat  the  sewers  owned  by  the 
Council  in  the  Urban  Area  and  200  manholes  out  of  283  manholes  were  baited  using 
the  poison  Fluoracetamide. 
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The  work  was  carried  out  on  the  23rd,  24th,  and  25th  of  March,  and 
there  followed  a marked  reduction  in  surface  infestation.
